59 Fail to Keep 
Appointments 
As Blood Donors

MOSCOW 
Former Foreign 
Minister V. M. Molotov was ap­ 
pointed today to the post of min­ 
ister of state control, one of the 
most powerful ministries in the 
Soviet government.

mediately interpreted Molotov’s ap^ 
pointment to the new job as a re­ 
surgence to power of the old line 
Stalinists in the unending Soviet 
struggle for ascendancy. 
Commu­ 
nist Party boss Nikita Khrushchev 
heads the anti-Stalinist faction. 
The State Control Ministry post 
was filled until 1953 by V. N. Mer- 
kulov, who was the late Secret Po­ 
lice Chief L. P. Beria's chief sup­ 
porter in the government while 
Josef Stalin was alive. 
Beria and 
Merkulov were executed together. 
Molotov, still a first deputy pre­ 
mier, thus assumed responsibility 
for the office which has overall 
economic and financial control of 
all government activities.

Lester Breniman 
Of SIU Addresses 
14-County Meeting 


The central problem in the Unit­ 
ed States farm picture is overpro­ 
duction, and the immediate future 
looks no better, Lester Breniman 
of the Speech department of South­ 
ern Illinois University told a 14- 
county farm meeting here Tuesday 
at the Kurto country club. 
Mr. Breniman, who was reared 
on a farm in Iowa and who has 
kept close to the agricultural situ­ 
ation in this country, delivered his 
address, “The New Breed of Farm­ 
er,” before the 23rd annual meet­ 
ing of the Harrisburg Production 
Credit association. 
A total of 307 persons was pres­ 
ent from the following southern Illi­ 
nois counties served by the associ­ 
ation: 
Saline, Gallatin, Hardin, 
Pope, Massac, Alexander Pulaski, 
Johnson, Williamson, White, Ham­ 
ilton, Franklin, Jackson and Union.

Besides Mr. Breniman’s address, 
the stockholders re-elected W» H. 
Beauman of Tunnel Hill and E. A. 
Fosse of Marion directors for three 
mort years and heard e financial 


report which disclosed that accu­ 
mulated reserves of $151,126.39, 
added to the $137,970 in capital 
stock owned by members, placed 
the total net worth of the associa­ 
tion at $289,096.39. 
Mr. Breniman, who began his 
talk by giving recollections of his 
life on a farm in Iowa and com­ 
paring those times with life on the 
farm today, with its mechanization 
and conveniences, told of the re­ 
sulting surpluses and the problem 
created. 
He said that any price support 
program must have acreage con­ 
trol, and under controlled acreage, 
all a farmer has to do is take his 
poorest land out of production and 
through better farm practices grow 
just as much on the land kept in 
production as he did on the entire 
farm.

“And the most serious thing 
about it," he said, “is the capacity 
we have to produce more in the 
future.” 
He told of the enormous cost of 
the farm program to the taxpayers, 
declaring the rent bill on storing 
surpluses is one million dollars per

Mandate 


Editorial - BY BRUCE BIOSSAT 
President Eisenhower’s tremend­ 
ous. mandate from the American 
people can have wide effect on 
the course of politics and govern­ 
ment in the time ahead. 
When a man wins the presidency 
by more than nine million votes, 
as he did, his position both at home 
and before the world is strongly 
reinforced. 
Politicians of both parties know 
that his word carries great weight 
with 
the people. 
Any time he 
chooses to appeal to the citizenry 
over the heads of Congress, the 
nation’s representatives may find 
themselves subject to intense pres­ 
sures from 
home to follow the 
President’s course. 
This being so, even the threat 
of such an appeal may achieve 
much. 
Republicans eager to preserve 
their political skins at the 1958 
elections will think twice before 
making a record which puts them 
at grave odds with Mr. Eisenhow­ 
er. Soma who did that in his first 
term bit the dust on Nov. 6. 
Democrats, controlling Congress, 
will have to be cautious in han­ 
dling the President’s programs. 
Opposition for its own sake might 
endanger their 1958 prospects. The 
country requires coalition govern­ 
ment now if it is to function pro­ 
perly, and the winning Democratic 
party realizes it must cooperate 
with the victorious President. 
It is commonplace to say that 
after 1958, if not before, the Pres­ 
ident’s 
authority 
will diminish 
•inca he can’t run for re-election 
again and thus both his own party 
and the opposition will be looking 
elsewhere for the focus of power. 
Actually, this is one of the cliches 
of politics which has not been ser­ 
iously tested for a long time. And 
there are some who doubt its va­ 
lidity. 
lf it be assumed that his per­ 
sonal popularity continues to the 
and of his second term, politicians 
might find it just as perilous to go 
to tha polls in 1960 with an anti- 
Eisenhower record as they would 
if he were running. 
A president who is not running 
again may consider himself free 
of many normal political restric­ 
tions. Consequently he may take 
a more forceful line on many mat­ 
ters, to the em barrassm ent of poli­ 
ticians w'ho would prefer a differ­ 
ent tack. 
As rank and file Republicans and 
all Democrats seek to digest the 
magnitude 
of Mr. Eisenhower’s 
1956 triumph, so our friends and 
foes abroad study the meaning. 
And for them there can be little 
doubt that more than any chief 
executive since Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt in 1936, President Eisenhower 
is the leader of all Americans and 
must be dealt with in that light.

Vote Newcombe Most Valuable 


NEW YORK (IP)—Lumbering Don 
Newcombe, 
the bulky Brooklyn 
pitcher who supposedly isn’t able 
to win the “ big ones,” won the big­ 
gest honor the National League 
has to offer today when he was 
named the Most Valuable Player 
for 1956. 
The 30-year-old 
Dodger right­ 
hander gathered 
a total of 223 
points to beat out teammate Sal 
Maglie, who finished a surprising­ 
ly strong second with 183 points. 
For 
Newcombe, 
who won 27 
games the past season but was 
knocked out twice by the Yankees 
in the World Series, his first MVP 
award capped an unusual year dur­ 
ing which 
“ choke-up” 
charges 
were hurled at him despite his im ­ 
pressive victory total. 
And for the 39-year-old Maglie, 
who was considered “all through” 
when Cleveland let him go to the 
Dodgers in May, his strong second- 
place showing climaxed a banner 
season during which he pitched 
a no-hitter against 
the Phillies 
and proved a motivating force in 
Brooklyn’s climb to the pennant. 
The entire balloting, in which 24 
members of the Baseball W riters’ 
Association of America took part, 
was more or less a monopoly for 


the Dodgers. Five of them finished 
among the top IO, with second 
baseman Junior Gilliam winding 
up fifth, shortstop Pee Wee Reese 
eighth and centerfielder Duke Sni­ 
der 10th.

School Group 
Asks State Income 
Tax, Building Fund 


CHICAGO (HV-The Illinois Asso­ 
ciation (rf School Boards was on 
record today with resolutions call 
ing for a state income tax and a 
school building revolving fund to 
relieve the state’s tightening of 
school financing. 
The tax resolution, alopted Mon­ 
day by the IASB together with the 
revolving fund proposal and eight 
other resolutions, said the appro­ 
priation for public schools must 
be increased more than 50 million 
dollars to maintain its present lev- 
e l 
It was also pointed out that the 
increase of 1-2 cent in the state 
sales tax expires at the end of the 
current biennium. 
The resolution urged the Gen­ 
eral 
Assembly 
to “ study new 
sources of revenue, including tax­ 
es related to income, to prevent 
the entire burden of increasing 
costs from falling on real estate." 
In the fund resolution, the IASB 
suggested that the Legislature set 
up a school building revolving fund 
to provide 
“ much needed class­ 
rooms” for school districts which 
are hard-pressed.
